Moreno 
was 


convicted in Han Henitocounty and is 
now in the State Prison for life. 
Vas- 


quez is on trial for the murder of Da- 
vidson, aild the Attorney-General 
has 
explained that in tfbe cYent of a con- 
viction on one liuTictihciit, the otlverH 
will be dismissed; or, failing convic- 
tion on one, the trial on another 
in- 


dictment would at once 
be proceeded 


with. 


Tho exploits of this bandit have been 


published in full tletails 
in the Her- 
ald, but the following brief account 
of the alleged murder, for which he is 
now oil trial, willrefresh 
the memory 


of old readers 
and 
bo instructive to 


newcomers: 


Tlie robbery 
at 
Snyder's 
store, tit 


Tres Piuos, 
was committed on theliHtli 


of August, 
1873. 
Tbe bandits'entered 


the store about dark and searched 
the 


person* inside. 
A sheep-herder 
hap* 


pening 
along 
as 
Vasijuez and 
Mo- 


reno were guarding the door, and' not 
obeying the order lo halt, was 
shot 


dead by the latter. 
A teamster 
named 


George Bedford drove up, and was ac- 
costed with the 
same 
demand. 
He 


hesitated, and tltoii started 
to run; but 


a shot from Chaves, who had left the 
store, caused 
him to fall, 
lie arose, 


not being mortally 
wounded, 
when 


Moreno 
finished 
him. by putting 
a 


bullet through his brain. 
Mr. David- 


son, who kept the hotel next door, was 
standing near the threshold when this 
occurred. 
He made an tttkmpt to en- 


ter, and had 
got the door partially 


closed, 
when 
Vaequefc 'IliOt at him. 


The bullet passed 
through 
tha door 


and entered 
his heart, killinghim in- 


stantly. 
It is for the murder of this 


gentleman, 
that Vasquez 
was called 


up for trial. 
Snyder was compelled to 


disgorge all the money in bis posses- 
sion Mid the robbers decamped. 
For a 


long time the officers of the law were 
puzzled 
by the celerity of Vasijuez's 


movements, 
but he was 
dually 
cap- 


tured not'far from I<os Angeles. 


When 
Vasquez 
was first brought 


Into court he seemed 
to be in a jolly 


humor, but bis failure to secure a con- 
tinuance put a damper on his spirits. 
His loug confinement 
iujail had, 
to 


use the words of a San Francisco 
re- 


porter, 
"reduced his complexion from 


a swarthy brown to a sallow,tallowish 
color." 
He was dressed in line broad- 


cloth, with iinma-culate 
toilet. 
The 


San Francisco 
Call says: 


As yet, but one subpiena 
has 
been 


issued on the part of the 
defense, 
and 


it would seem by this that they chief- 
ly rely on the weakness of tbu case fur 
the prosecution. 
But, of course, noth- 


ing can be determined 
as yet in this 


regard. 
Vasquez lias evidently many 


friends who are 
backing 
him iv his 


hour of trouble, but there is a remark- 
able absence 
of the 
Spanish 
element 


in the audience that throng the Court 
House. 
It was rumored 
that an 
at- 


tempt would be made 
to rescue 
tbe 


prisoner in case 
the 
Verdict was 
ad- 


verse to him, but there 
is probably 


nothing in it.
